Philippo de Mexice, and Qulielmo Por- il 


feire, 
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feirefell tothe National Cheat of Coyn- 
ing ; wherein, after they had cut their 
own Stamps, they wete ſo ſuccebsful.that 
in two months time they had hd all 
Amiterdam fo tull of double Stivers, 
compos'd of three partsCopper,blanch'd 
with Arſcnick, and one Third Silver, 
that there was hardly any other Money 
ſtirring among the Butter-boxes. By 
which piece of dangerous Induſtry,they 
advancd their Stock to twelve hunderd 
pound Sterling. All which being right- 
ly conſider d by the four Engineers, 
they forfook Amſterdam , and retird . 
with their Bank 1nto Zelanvd, Where 
they were no ſooner arrivd, but the 
r Wl twelve hunderd Pound had fo infpir'd 
them with high thoughts, that 'then 
little gains were look'd upon as ridicu- 

n Ml lous, and nothing would ſerve leſs 
ce WW then ten thouſand Pound apiece. For 
o i the raiſing of which Princely Sum 
> MW there was a general conſultation of all 
4 Bl four Heads ; wherein it was conclu- 
h Wl ded, that Dorbloz Stamps, Ducatoor 
r, I Stamps, and all ſorts of Stamps for Spa- 

- © #1 Gold ſhould beforthwith prepar'd 3 
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but the Metal could not be fix'd, til 
near four hundred Pound of the main 
Stock was embezel'd i Experiment 
and neceſlary Expences. But then, For 
tune, loth ſuch Men of Art and Induſtry 
ſhould lye any longer idle, found then 
out a Compolition to their Hearts de 
fire, conſiſting of one Third Copper, 
artificially tincturd with Yellow, one 
half Third Gold, and halt Third Eme 
ry, and one Third ſuper-fine Silver. Of 
which Metal they made about 2000/, 
according to their modeſt computation, 
and the Conſcience they usd in putting 
them off. Which that they might do 
with the more facility and ſpeed, they ill | 
dealt with all Perſons, bought the belt i 
Commodities, and gave the largeſt 
Rates. And for the better management 
of the Afﬀair, every Confederate had 
his particular employment aflign'd him. 
Philip de Mexico, and Gulielmo Por: 
ferre, were to reſide at, Middleburgh and 
prepare the Coyn ; Dox Pedro was the 
Merchant that bought the Goods, and 
Dor Tomazo the Factor, who refided at 
Gat, whither all Commodities were 
: | ſent, 
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or tranſported to Places more ſecure. 
But this Trade laſted not long: For 
Philip de Mexico being a Perſon inclin'd 
to all ſorts of debauchery,one day gave 
a certain Female, that had careſs'd him 
with more then ordinary civilities, one 
of his counterfeit Pieces, who having 
a ſudden occafion for Money,as Women: 
of that Profeſſion are ſeldom Hoarders, 
carry d the Piece to exchange for Silver 
with a Goldſmith,who had forfeited his 
judgment by being bitten with about 
30 Pieces of the ſame nature before. 
Whoſe revenge exaſperating him to a 
{tit examination of the Woman, ſhe 
was conſtraind to diſcover where ſhe

| help Phzljp out of the Briars.But by that 
time he had been twice with Philip in 
the Priſon, and had orderd all thing 
ready for his Eſcape, there came 1n the 
middle of the night ſeveral of the Off 
ccrs of the Town to ſeize Tomazo, upon 
information given to the Heers againſ 
him by Philip himſelf, who not bcliev-

Ocean , till Fortune threw them at - 
length upon the Coaſt of Flanders ; at 
what time they quitted the Boat, and 
travel'd the Country by Land, like a 
Tinker and his Doxey, till they came to 
Dor Pedro and Gulielmo, to whom Dor: 

Tomazo gave an account of the kind- 
neſs Philip would have done him 1n re- 
quital of his pains and friendly Intenti- 
ons. Nor wasit long after that we heard 
of poor Philips being tranſported to the 
other World in a Caldron of boyling

The inſeparable Don Tomazo and 
Doz Pedro being thus return'd into 
their Native Country, like two Sonsof 
Prianr, Per varios caſus, per tot diſcri- 
mina Rerum, made haſt to London, the - 
Grand Receptacle of all the moſt re- 
bind Virtuolo's in Guſmanry, where 
they made it their buſineſs to repair 
the loſs they had ſuſtain'd by the par- 
boyling of their Spazziſh Companions. 
Nor was it long betore they had tound 
out a parcel of Projectors as fit for in- 
treaguc as themſelves, to whom they 
communicated a certain Conundrunz, 
which they had juſt coddlId in their 
continually working Brainsz the fum 
and ſhape of which piece of Midwifery

Dor Tomazo 
was .with Child to know the Contents, 
and therefore being got to his Lodging, 
his dear Pylades and he made bold to 0- 
pen the Bag:in which they found (tx Let- 
ters to as many Gentlemen 1n the neigh- 
bouring Counties, a Note of conſidera- 
ble Sum of Money left withan Inn-kee- 
per at Bridgenorth, and 229 falſe Gui- 
neys moſt artificially and elaborately 
order'd. The Letters they open'd, took 
Copies,and ſeal'dup again;having found 


by the Contents how Atfairs ſtood _ 
the 
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the Gentlemen to whom they were di. 
reted. Thus fortunately provided Dix 
Tomazo and Don Pedro departed forth: 
with, and galloping tantivy to Bridge 
zorth, they receriv'd 337 1. from thelnn- 
keeper. From thence they took their 
Roundsto vilit the fix Gentlemen, who 
being all Perſons of valuable Eſtate, 
and fearing to run the bloody hazard 
of having their ſpotleſs Reputations 
brought upon ſo dangerous a Stage,up- 
on the delivery of the Letters, / 4 re- 
lation of the misfortune that attendel 
the Perſons from whom they came,wil- 
lingly bled thar fifty Pound apiece for 
an obligation of Secrecy.The Two Dom: 
having thus made the beſt of their Mar- 
ket,left the Gentlemen for that rinie,and 
took a Ramble for Stourbridge, where 
being forc'd to continue,by reaſon of an 
Accident that befel Dor Tomazo's Harte, 
they liv'd to the height of their Eſtates 
During whith demorage, Dor Tomazs 
behaviour (always in among the 
tender Sex ) had infug'd ſuch a pation 
into the Heart of a Gentlewoman 1a the 
Town, who wanted neither- Wit no!

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Caution to manage her amorous Divers 
fions, that partly out of gratitude,

All that while Doz: Tomazo loſt no 
time in improving the advantage of 
his Amours, nor ſpard for any ſort of 
Careſles which he thought were proper 
to entertain ſo kind and bounritul a 
Lady. But that Poſt growing too hot, 
through the jealouſies and ſuſpitions 
conceiv'id of Dozx Tomazo and Dor

H with 
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with the expenſive Moleſtations and 
Inconveniences of Female Luggage, 
diverted her afte&tionate humour with 
ſuch powerful Arguments , that at 
length they parted, thoug! not with- 
out ſome Briny Deluges that over: 
flow'd the ſorrowtul Ladics Roſie 
Cheeks. Dorn Tomazo having thus dil 
ingagd himſelf from the Labyrinth 
. of Love, after a prodigal walt of Ji 
Venerial Ammumition, ſet forward, 
with his other (elf Dox: Pedro, for Lm 
don, where they ranted with a proful: 
pomp and vain-glory for about halt : 
year, till finding their Exchequer grow 
low, they began to think it time tore 
cruit. Neither was it for fuch extra: 
ordinary high-ſoaring Guſmans asthej 
to play at ordinary Games 3 whok 
prodigality was not to be ſupply'd by 
the dipping of Country Squires, orthK 
little Cheats of high and low Fullums. 


At that time the French and Dutch 
were at Daggers drawing 3 and they 
underſtanding that there was a Fleet 


ot Holland Merchagt-men in the Ri 
ye 
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ver of Thames, very richly laden, to 
the value of eight hunderd thou- 
ſand Pound, all outward bound, un- 
der a Convoy of two Men of War, 
of 40 Guns apiece, and very well 
mann'd, concluded upon a defign to 
{urprize theſe Ships and their Convoy, 
and to make them Prize, by vertue of 
a French Commiliion, with which they 
were already furniſh'd. Fir{t then 1n 
order to thisattempt, by their acquain- 
tance with ſome of thoſe Sca-men, 
who had been fcllow-ſuflerers with 
them 1n their intended Voyage to the 
Coaſt of Guiney, they raisd a very 
conſiderable number of Men, which 
by the leave of the Captains of the 
Dutch Men of War were to be put.

Theſe Perſons treated with the afore-

the Major part of the Men were ſent 
aboard, in the Habit of new raisd 
Men, but all refolute Sea-Tories,. and 
privately well armd with Poyn- 
ardsand Piſtols.

In which condition the two reduc'd 
Projectors were forc'd for a while to 
fit and bite upon the Bridle: Till in 
ſome ſhort time, having raisd ſo much 
Money as would pay for their Paſſage 
to Harlem in the Low-Conntries , they 
embarqud for that Place, where the 
two Doxs prevaild with a certain Mer- 
chant to furniſh them. with thirty 
Pound, - for the re-payment whereof 
they drew a Bill upon another Mer- 
chant of their own invention and no- 
mination at Londoz. Thus ſet up a- 
gain, they departed for Snitaden. 
where they poſleſsd the Engliſh with 
lo firm a belief of their being young 
Iriſh Merchants, who had fufferd Ship- 
wrack; that they, compaſlionating their 
condition, aſſiſted them with Money 
and credit to the value of a hunderd 
Pound. Which good ſucceſs in thoſe 
two Places made them reſolve to try 
bow high they could build upon this 
fame odly begun Foundation of the 
Worlds opinion, Which 1s many ws

- Into that Country the inſeperabic 
Couple follow'd their Game, and at 
Bruges (et up their Staff, _ There, to! 
a ſhort Apprentiſhip ſerv'd their turn, 


they fell to trade with the Merchants 


of the City, and barter'd their Com: 
modities very fairly for Triſþ, Goods 
and with good advantage. - | And 
which was more, very honeſtly from 

time 
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time to time ſent the effects to their 
Correſpondent at Rotterdam, who by 
that Hocus of juſt dealing was fo fa- 
tisfy'd with the reality and good 1n- 
tentions of his two Iriſþ Chapmen, 
that they continu'd' trading together 
for above a year, in which time he had 
furniſh'd them with Goods to the va- 
Jue of 3457 /. for which the two Dors 
return him ſtill moſt punctually Com- 
modities of cqual valae, to the great 
content of the Rotterd.imer, and the 
great Reputation of the two Ergliſh 
Guſmans, Who 1n this time, by ver- 
tue of their Commerce with the Mer- 
chants of Bruges, and the great en- 
tertainment which they gave them, 
were grown to be as high in the credit 
of the City-Mcrchants, as with their 
Correſpondent at Rotterdam, every 
one courting thzir Cultom, and ex- 
preſſing how deeply they would trult 
cm for their farther encouragement. 


One would: have thought this gen- 
teel and painful way of living, the 
kindneſs of Strangers, and their own 

gratl- 
| 
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gratitude, ſhould have obligd theſe 
two' Dons to have kept within the 
bounds of Reaſon and common Ho- 
neſty. But there 1s that Letchery in 
ſome Men to triumph 1n their frauds, 
and to be profuſe at the Expences of 
other Peoples Purſes, that they cannot 
| be contented with other Gains then 
thoſe that will ſatisfie their Prodigality:; 
and the toy] of keeping Accompts was 
a labour too tedious to their Mercural 
Brains 3 and therefore *they were now 
for reaping the Harveſt which they ſaw || c 
ripe for their Sickle. The Sun ſhind, and Il ( 
they muſt make their Hey. The Mer- ÞÞ r 
chants had fairly promis'd, and they re- } |

ſolv'd to try how far they would beas 
good as their words. YVolenti non fit 
injuria was a Matchiauillian Maxim 
that very much prevaild upon their 
Conſciences, none of the tendereſt at 
that time. Thereupon they took up 
ſeveral parcels of Goods to the value of 
2000 |. or upwards; which being {hipd 
oft for England, away march'd they 
afcer their Prey 3 and taking Oerd,

vertue of ſeveral counterfeit Bills from 


ſeveral Parts,but more particularly from 


Rotterdam and Bruges, they raisd, all 


expences born, an additional Stock of 


ready Money, amounting to one thou- 
land five hunder'd and ſeven Pounds ; 
with which recruit they bore away to 
the Port of Exeter,where the two Dors 
thought to have found the Ship which 
arry'd their Goods. But being arriv'd 
there, they underſtood by a Merchant 
concern'd 1n the ſame Ship, that the Ma- 
ſterand fome of the Company had car- 
ryd the Veſlel and Goods to Bayor, and 
had there exposd them to fale. Nor was 
this all; for the ſame Merchant,keeping a 
Correſpondence at Bruges, and by the 
intelligence he had receiv'd from thence, 


concluding Do Tomazo and Don Pedro 


to be the two Perſons complain'd of for 
the exploit they had there 1o lately 
committed, causd them to be both ar- 
reſted in the Names of his Fleſh friends, 
to whom he ſent word of the Embargo 


which he had laid upon their Perſons. 
The 
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The Bruges Merchants had no ſoonerre. 
cciv'd the Information, but they ſent 9. 
veraPerſon to treat with the two young 
Sparks,who being unwilling to loſe time 
by lying im Priſon, the worſt place in 
nature for Men of their Profeſſton.came 
to a ſcaſonable compoſlition,and having 
to their great grict refunded 1360 [, 
werepreſcntly ditcharg'd. Happily for 
them; for they were no ſooner gone, 
but freſh Orders came to the ſame Mer- 
chant from ſeveral Perſons out of France 
to detain them upon their accounts, 
However, the Birds being flown, there 
was an end of that proſecution. The 
&mlt of the two Dos made them wick- 
edly jealous of the diligence that would 

eusd to entrap them, and therefore 
they made all the haſt they could to 
London, where they lay ſtill a while, 
till they thought the danger over.

This Terror being paſt,the two Dons 
tell to new Conſultations, and finding 
the 1l] ſuccets of Merchandizing, they 
relolv'd to ſet up the old trade 0f Coyn- 
mg, wherem they were more expert, as 
being 
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being more ſuitable to their Genizy's, 
In order to the better management of 
which Affair, like Men of gravity and 
prudence, they conſulted the Statutes 
of the Kingdom, by which they found 
the counterfeiting of Spaniſh Gold to 
be the leaſt dangerous in point of Pe- 
nalty. And therctore having got their 
Materials and Confedcrates.\uch as bro- 
ken Goldſmiths and Guilders all in a 
readinels, they fell ſo ſeduloully to their 
buſineſs, that in foartecn days time 
they had made as many Donblons, and 
double Donbloxs,as amounted to the va- 
lue of 3245 /. according to the price 
of their Mint. Part of theſe Pieces 
Don Pedro and Tomuzo undertook to 
put off, in the Weſt and Northweſt 
Parts of England, To which purpoſe 
they took their Progreis well mounted, 
genteelly clad, well attended with Ser- 
vants, beſides the travelling Grandeur 
of led Horſes. However, they did 
not always appear in this Splendor, 
but at certain timcs, and for coiour of 
ſome great Deligns3 having tor Pro- 
jects 
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jects of leſſer moment other diſguiſes 
and pretences. Among the reſt they 
had an eaſie excuſe for ther ſtay at 
Sea-port Towns, 1m expectation of 
Ships . from ſeveral Parts : During 
which demorage, it was no difficul 
thing to put off thirty or forty of 
their Pieces, and then remove to 4- 
Nnother Place : Neither was Lyme in 
Dorſetſhire the Scene of one of their 
meaneft Exploits.

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In that Place livd a Merchant 
nearly related to their Correſpon- 
dent at Rotterdam, upon whom they 
had a Deſign of no leſs than three or 
four ui 2fy Pound thick. This 
Man was a wary Perſon , and one 
that having been often ſcalded, drea- 
ded the Fire; which made the En- 
terprize much more difficult ; how- 
ever, the Reſolution of the two 
Dons was ſuch, that they reſolvd 


to attempt it, as they did in thi 
manner. 


Don 
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Don Tomazo and Don Pedro, with 
their Servants and Horſes,in great ſplen- 
dor, went to Lime, where they took up 
all the chiefeſt Inns of the Town, Doz 
Tomazo (and Don Proteus himſelf could 
have done no more) having now Me- 
tamorphos'd himſelt into the Shape of 
a Spaniſh Count, to whom he pretend- 
ed, the King of Ergland, and ſeveral 
of the Nobility, had given ſeveral Hor- 
ſes, and Liberty to buy more, and to 
tranſport them at his pleaſure, for the 
Service of his own Sovereign. In pro- 
ſecution of which Afﬀair, he had been 
in the adjacent Counties, and had 
made ſeveral Purchaſes, which he daily 
expected inthat Town; and was there- 
fore come to make Proviſion of Hay, 
Corn and Stabling for their Accommo- 
dation, till he could have the Conve- 
niency of Shipping them off z inſomuch 
that the Country People that camethi- 
ther to Market, were forc'd to ſet their 
unregarded Beaſts in the Streets,to make 
room for the - Spaniſh Count's Horſes, 
During the Spaniſh Count's Continu- 
ance at Lime, which was about four

days, he ſends for the Merchant upon 
whom he had fix'd his Deſign; and af. Wye 
ter he had amus'd him with a Noble Mo 
Entertainment, entred into a Diſcourſe Mo 
with him about his Horſes, and hoy 
he intended to have them tranſported; 
deſiring him, either to aſfift him with 
his Advice, or elſe himſelf be pleasd By 
to hire him ſome Veſſels for that purpoſe. War 
An Employment which the Merchant Wſy 
readily undertook,and to that purpole, Wce 
brought four or five Maſters of Ships to Wth 
the Count, with whom his Lord{hip WM 
ſoon agreed for the Paſſage of his nume- Yi 
rous Cavalry. The next day, the Mer: Wt 
chant being preſent, .the Count receiv- Eſc: 
ed an Account fromone of his Servants, I fe 
who pretended he came from the Horſes, I a 
that they were at ſuch a place; but Iv 
that. his Agents had bought more Horf | P 
es then they had Money to pay for, and IÞ 
therefore defir'd the Money might be If t: 
ſent them. Preſently the Count, cal N 0 
ling for his Steward, bid him go, 20d I | 
fetch as many pieces of Spariſþ Gold,s I ( 
would make up the Sum. Which be Þ a 
Ing brought as ſoon, the Count defir y

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he Merchant to exchange them for Sil- 
er. Which the Merchant undertaking 
to do, went home, carries the Gold a- 
Jong with him : and ſending for three 
more of his Friends, they all laid their 
Heads together, to make tryal of the 
pieces; which they. did by all the uſual 
ways of Touching, Cutting, bang. --n9.. 
and the like. But the Mettal was fo 
luperexcellently temper'd, that they 
could make no other diſcovery, but 
that 1t was abſolutely real; fo that the 
Merchant return'd with the full Change 
n Silver, which the Count immediately 
deliver'd to one of his Gropms, who 
carri'd 1t away. . The next day, the 
former Meſſenger returnsagain to Lime, 
and tells the Count, that all his Horſes 
were. ſeiz'd, .in. regard the Country 
- E People had confulted together, and 
d I were of Opinion,-that the Horfes were 
x © to be- tranſported contrary to'an At 
| JN of Parliament; 'and without the wy 
1d Nl leave. At which unexpeted news, the 
35 I Count was ſeeming]y ſtrangely allarm'd 
& Wand ſurpriz'd; and in a Paſhion, as 
d I well counterfeited as his Spaxiſh Gold, 
£9 COmse 
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commanded his Groom to make ready 
his Horſes, pretending to go in perſn 
to diſpute a buſineſs ſo prejudicial vc 
his grand Afﬀairs. On the other ſide,for Wt 
theprevention of all diſturbance and ds 
lay; and to ſhew, that he came not in- 
to Ergland upon a Firſt of April Day! 
Errant, being as it werecome to himlel, 
he defir'd the Favour of the Merchant, 
to ride Poſt to London, to give the King 
an account of the Abuſe and Scand 
he had ſuffer'd from the Countrey ant 
to pray His Majeſties Warrant for the 
Releaſe of his-Horſes; and in confide- 
ration of his trouble, allow'd him on: 
of his Servants to wait upon him, and 
ten Piſtols to bear his Charges, witt 
aſlurance,that at his Return, he ſhould 
find the Count at Lime. The Merchant, 
as well to oblige a Perſon of ſo mu 
Honour as the Spaiſh Count, as t9 
ſerve his Neighbours, who were not? 
little diſcompos'd at the loſs they ſhoull 
ſuſtain by the Count's being ſo rude! 
diſappointed, ſet forward with mot 
then good ſpeed toſolicit for the Count 
For upon his Arrival at Londov, 

| Counts 
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Count's Gentleman, who had his Pri- 
vate Inſtructions, to prevent the Mer- 
chants going to Court, ſent for a Con- 
federate,that well underſtood his Lord's 
Aﬀairs, who preſently entred an ACti- 
on of 4000 /. againſtthe Spariſh Count's 
Embaſlador, and arreſted him as he 
was going to Whitehall, with a crew of 
pretended Officers of his own garbling. 
In this Condition they hurry'd the help- 
lels Merchant to Priſon, as they made 
him believe; but indeedto one of their 
own Private Haunts.a certain dark D1a- 
bolical Cellar, where they ſo roughly 
entertain'd the terrifi'd Stranger, that 


to free himſelf out of the Clutches of 


ſuch a ſurly ſort of Rake-ſhames, he was 
forc'd to - Bills upon his Corre- 
ſpondents in ſeveral places z which be- 
Ing receiv'd, and due intelligence g1- 
ven to the Count of all Proceedings, 
the poor Merchant of Lime, who had 
by this means moulted a good part of 
his gayeſt Feathers, was diſcharg'd out 
of Captivity. As for the Count him- 
If, and his Retinue, they ſoon quit- 


ted that Poſt, and having alter'd their 
I 3 Habits, 
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Habits, and chang'd their Horlſes,rany. 
ed up farther up 1nto the Country, nat 
deeming the Sea-ports proper to be yi. 
ſited, while ſuch Exploits as theſe were 
freſh in Memory. . So hke are the< 


when they have devoured the Pro 
ducts of one place , remove into freſh 
Accommodation. 


But though they had chang'd their 
Horfes, they did not alter their Pre- 
tence of buying Horſes. To which 
purpoſe, Doz Tomazo, now adting the 
part of a Jocky, rather then a Spari 
Count, madeit his buſineſs to ride with 
a Servant, up and down to Farmers 
Houles, having firſt enquir'd the name: 
of ſuch Gentlemen as liv'd nearelt 
thereabouts, and alſo taken a Proſpett 
as far as he could of their Qualitics, 


their Honours, and their Conditi 
ONs, | 


Tis well known to be the Cuſtomin 
many parts of the Weſt of England, to! 


ſort of Guſmans to the Tartars, who, 


many Farmers to breed up Horſes of 
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Fifty, or Sixty Pound a Pair, and ſome- 
times of greater Value, Such Horſes 
2s theſe, Dor Tomazo would often chea- 

n, and ſometimes bargain for ; but 
when the Seller, and the Purchaſer 
came to the Point, Dox Tomazo had no 
Money which was paſlable, nor was it 
his intent it ſhould be ſo; as knowing 
well the Humour of thoſe fort of Peo- 
ple, which was to raiſe the Country 
preſently,to make a thouſand Hubbubs, 
and put all the World into Noiſe and 
Uproarz whereas a Gentleman having 
been ſmitten under the Fifth Rib, will 
firſt conſider his own Reputation, and 
hold a private Emparlance with his 
own Reaſon; of which, ſome. are ſo 


'highly conceited , that they - would 


not have the World believe,they could 
be out-nodd1'd, for the half of their. E- 
ſtates. They obſerve themſelves to be 
the great Idols of Wit and Parts, to 
which the People offer in the High Pla- 
ces of the Countrey ; but ſhould it once 
appear, that their Divinity-ſhips had 
once been ſubje&t to the Frailty of | 
having been cully'd and cunny-catch'd 
I 4 7.8 by

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by Mortal Guſ-ars,their Oracles woull 
be no more frequented among the Vul. 
gar, and the ſmiles of the Gentry woull 
Expoſe them to the Satyrical Extenſion 
of the Fore-finger 3 which was a pu- 
niſhment of their unwary Folly, that 
ſo over-aw'd their conſiderative Pry- 
dences, that hardly one 1n twenty ever 
divulg'd the Tricks that Don Toma 
put upon them. And therefore, be 
cauſe they were beſt able to bear the 
Loſs, moſt ready to put it up, and 
moſt eaſie to be plaid upon,(as depend- 
ing upon their own Judgments ) 1 
point of Morality, in point of Policy, 
and to ſave trouble, Dor Tomazo (el- 
dom dealt with any other then thoſe et 
his own Rank, Gentlemen. 


Having made this Digrecſlion, for the 
better Inſtruction of the Reader, we 


ſhall clear the foregoing Axiom by the 
following Demonſtration. For as has 
been already hinted, when Dom Toma: 
zo had bargain'd with any Farmers, for 
one or more Horſes, he ſtill told them 
he had not currant Money to pay ” 

| 1s 
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his Markets ; and therefore defir'd 
them to ſend one of their Servants to 
ſuch a Gentleman's Houſe, where he 
was certain to be furniſh'd with Emg- 
liſþ Coyn ; delivering himſelf in ſuch a 
manner, as if he were moſt intimate- 
ly acquainted there. Thereupon the 
Farmer would preſently order a Servant 
to ride along with their Genteel Chap- 
man, who, by the way, never fail'd to 
intoxicate the credulous Buxpkin with 
the promiſe of ſome Gratuity for his 
pains; and then to make him perfe& in 
his leffon ;which was,to give ſuch a ſhort 
account of Dorn Tomazo, as he himſelf 
direfed him. The Fellow being thus 
prepar'd, and inſpir'd withexpectation, 
ſo ſoon as they came ſomewhat near 
the Houſe, was ſent before, to enquire 
whether the Gentleman were within 2 A 
Queſtion which Dor Toxrazo could have 
reſolv'd before ; but done on purpoſe 
to give the Gentleman opportunity to 
enquire of the Servant, who the Perſon 
was that was coming behind? For then 
it was, that the Countrey Fellow gene- 


rally gave his Worſhip this Anſwer, That 
either 
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either he was a Perſonof Quality, and 
of his Maſter's Acquaintance, who had 
-bought Horſes of one that liv'd in ſuch 
A place; or eElſe,that he was a near Re. 
Jation to his Maſter, who had bought 
Horſes of another of his Acquaintance: 
Either of which Pretences fo formal,and 
ſo probable, were enough to prevail 
with a Gentleman always ready to oh- 
lige his Neighbours. So that by theſe 
Artifices, Don Tomazo ſeldom fail'd of 
having his Gold chang'd, or Silver lent 
upon 1t, with his promiſe of ſending 
for It again in ſuch a time. But the 
Fiſh being caught, Doz Tomazo had 
no more buſineſs either with that Far- 
mer or Bis Servant 3 and- therefore at 
parting, he only gave the Fellow a 
ſmall Reward, and bid him tell his Ma- 
ſter, That he was gone to ſuch a place, 
quite contrary to that Corner of the 
Wind, whither he was bound, and 
would be with him in three or four 
Hours, in which time he was got out 
of reach to his next Conveniency. For 
Dor Tomazo, and his Brethren, always 
ſo manag'd their Buſineſs, that they 
f rode

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- rode firſt about the Countrey to inform 


themſelves of every thing material, be- 
fore they made any attempt 3 fo that 


when they once began, two or three 
| days put an end to all ſuch Deſigns as 


they had in thoſe Parts of the Coun- 
trey. | 


During the time that theſe Pranks 
were play'd, the Lzme Merchant being 
return'd home, full of Choler and Re- 
venge, had made a (trange hurly burly 
in the Country ; but could hear no Ti- 
dings of his Count. So that all things 
being once more ſtill and quiet, Dor 
Tomazo and Don Pedro refolv'd totake 
the opportunity of the Calm, and to 
favour their beloved, the Sea-ports, 
with a freſh Viſit. Among the reſt, they 
arrived at lengthata place call'd K ings- 
Bridge 1n Devonſhire. There coming in 
upon a Market Day , Don Tomazo 
found divers Gentlemen, and ſeveral 


-of their number, in whoſe Faces he

deed the Circumſtantial Accidents fell

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gut ſo propitiouſly, that they ſeem'd, 
as it were, to aſſure him of Succeſs, 
For upon a ſuddain, not only about 
the Town, butall the Country round, 
there fell ſo deep a Snow, that nei- 
ther Horſe nor Man could travail. By 
which Confederacy of the Seaſon, Dor 
Tomazo, and Don Pedro came familiar. 
ly acquainted with ſeveral of the ſaid 
Gentlemen, under the notion of Per- 
ſons that werenewly arriv'd from Spain, 
This happy time of leiſure afforded 
Don Tomazo a kind Opportunity to 
enter his new Acquaintance into Play, 
(which is one of the laudable Exerciſcs 
that waſte our time in theſe parts of 
Ezrope) at which ſport, he gave them 
leave at firſt to win much of his Spaniſ 
Gold, which ſome of the Gameſters, 
having been Travellers in that King- 
dom, pretended to underſtand, as well 
as the loſing Stranger, who, to give 
the better Colour to his Deſign, ſeem'd 
Not a little troubled at the loſs of his 
Surmun Bonum, the only true Friend 
to a Traveller. But the fickle Dice,

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ran ſo much on Dox Tomazo's ſide, that 
in a ſhort time he: had taken Captive 
good (tore of the Gentlemens Coin, 
who were ſo fond of the Gold, that 
rather then part with it, they borrow- 
ed Money in the Town to pay their 
Loſles. But this ſame ſport was too 
hot to hold; ſo that the Gentlemen 
weary at length of i]l Luck, and tird 
with the Incanveniencies of lofing, as 
having taken their leaves (beſides the 
latisfaction for Do» Tomazo's Gold,) of 
near a hundred pounds of their own 
Money, thought it high time to knock 
off, and return to their ſeveral Habitati-

At their ſeveral Departures, there 
was one of the Company, that prevail'd 
with Dor Tomazo and Dor Pedro to 
ride with him Home; where they were 
not only receiv'd with a moſt hoſpita- 
ble Accommodation by the Gentleman 
at his own, but by him alſo carry'd to 
a Perſon of Qualitie's Houſe not far off, 
where they were likewiſe entertain'd 


with no leſs kindneſs then plenty. But 
ſuch 
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ſuch is the ill nature of Gyſmanry, that 
it ſpares neither Friend nor Foe: For 
of. this very Perſon of Quality, who 
had been G civil in his Entertainment, 
did Don Tomazo very gratefully buy 
two Horſes, for which he paid 147 Pi- 
ſtolets, and ſent them away by his Ser- 
vant. This Scene being over, they fe 
were in haſte to be gone; and there- || !

their Entertainment, they took their 
leaves of the Civility of thoſe Places, 
and ſet forward for Pl;mouth ; but giv-

When the two Dors came to Pli- 
mouth, e're they had time to alight, 
Don Tomazo was {py'd by a Perſon that 
knew him, who inform'd him, that his 
Maſter was in the Town. This News 
Was to Dos Tomato like Aloes and Ho- 
ney, a ſtrange mixture of Sweet and 
Bitter. For the Gentleman. was his ac- 
quantance, but one of the Perſons that 
had won fome of his Gold at Kings- 
FORL _ Bridge. 
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Bridge 1o that Don Tomazo, ſuſpeQing 


that the Gentleman was come thither 
to make tryal of his Gold, thought it 
not proper to ſtay there. Thercupon 
the two Dons turn'd their Horſes Heads; 
but as they rode by a Gold{mith's Shop, 
Don Tomazo'scounterfeit pieces began to 
ferment 1n his Pocket : So that at their In-

By ;this-time. having ſtock't all that 
Countrey. with their precious Metal, 
by a Letter from the'irack, they agreed 
to be gane,; as they did in a molt (o- 
venly., manner. . For without taking 
leave of the Juſtice, who was ſo cour- 
teous, or his Wife, who. had been (0 
| Kind, ox the Daughter, who had been 
iq tenderly loving, they took hore of 
adudden, and vanitb'd out of the Coun- 
trey, .leaving nothing. behind *em but 
the Remayques of an. old muſty Pro- 
verb, Happy, are they that Leware by other 
mens tarms,. Neither were they very 
{crutinoas to know what Curſes ar La- 
mentations 'follow'd \*urb from the Ju- 
liices Houſe; who they;;knew had n0 
great Tealon.to be Qugr:acalous 1N thels 
purlui. 
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During tnis pleaſant Ramble, the 
two Brethren in Evil had return'd feve- 
ral conſiderable Sums to London, and . 
diſpos'd of all their counterfeit Peru- 
vians, And now, coming to a certain * 
Market-Town beyond Exeter, the lit- 
tle God, with a muffler about his Eyes, 
tound a way to ſhoot a new Paſhon in- 
to Don Tomazo's heart.

Now looſing, and ventring 
Life and Limbs to impoſe upon Princes 
and Generals, as they did before to co- 
zen Goldſmiths and Countrey Gentle- 
men.

So 
that Dor: Tomazo having giv'n him full 
Inſtru&ions,ſent him about his buſineſs. 
Upon his Return, the Boor gave a ve- 
ry good Account of things, which be- 
ng put into Form, together with ſuch 
other Diſcoveries which Dor 1omazo 


had made (unknown to the Boor) he 
M3 pre- 


prizes as he ſhould put him upon, and 
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preſefited them to the Prince, who ſil 
receiv'd more and more Satisfaction from 
the Labours of his new ſpy. 


Sometime after, D. Tomazo had by 
the Diligence of his new acquir'd Con- 
federate, prevail'd with ten or a dozen 


' more of the ſame ſtamp, and in the fame 
Condition to liſt themſelves in his Ser-W 


vice for the ſame Pay. By this Increaſc 
of Number, his Intelligence notably in- 
creaſt, infomuch that his double Dilt- 
_ bad highly advanc'd him in the 

avour of the Prince, who believ'dthat 
Whatever Tom14z0 brought him, wa 
clearly gotten by his own Hazard and 


Tnduſtry, as indeed the beſt part ofit 


was; for you muſt always allow the 
Maſter to outdoe the Servants. 


Theſe ſmaller Attempts ſo well fuc 
ceeding, D. Tomazo was defir'd by the 
Prince of Orange, to uſe all his art to 
in{inuate himſelf into an Acquaintance 
with ſome of the Prince of Conde's Fa 
mily or Attendents, promiſing that if! 


could be accompliſh'd and any Service 
ACCru 
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accrue from thence, no Sum of Money 
ſhould be wanting for Gratification, or 
Reward, or Remuneration, or whatever 
ye pleaſe to call it. D. Tomazo thirlt- 
ing after Fame and Money, and belie- 
ving that having ſo many Irons in the 
Fire it would not be long e're ſome 
of them prov'd hot enough to ſtrike, 
readily undertakes the Afﬀair; towhich 


K purpoſe he provides a Frock of Sack- 


cloath, a pair of wooden Shooes, (for 
ſuch is the Habit of the Boors in thoſe 
parts) a Rundlet of Brandy, and a par- 
cel of Tobacco. This Rundlet had two 
Diviſions, the one for the Souldiers Li- 
quor of Life, and the other for black- 


lead Pencits, and Parchment, and ſuch 


other neceſlary materials. In this Garb, 
who the Devil could know fo great a 


' Perſon as Don Tomazo? So that under 


this diſpuiſe,he walk'd about the French 
Camp, grateful to the Souldiers for the 
fake of his Tobacco and Brandy 3 and 
watching his Opportunies, took ſeveral 
Memorandums very conſiderable. But 
loytring one day careleſsly about the 
Quarters of the Prince of Conde, one of

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the Captainsof the Guard call'd to Dox 
: Tomazo, who believing him not worſe 
then Cerber#s, and in hopes that a Sop 
would haveſtopp'd nis Viouth, proffer'd 
him a Taſt of his Cordial Liquor. But 
the Captain ſuſpectiug him to be what 


kept him upon the Guard four whole 
hours, This was an Accident that ſet 
all the Pulſes of Don Tsmazo's Brain at 
work; and all little enough to hammer 
out new Spirits to ſupply the want of 
thoſe which he had loſt in the Fright.

About half a year 
had- theſe two Dons enjoy'd their 
Commiſfions, at what time the 
French and Dutch Armies met at 
Cermeff, which occafion'd a molt ter- 
rible Fight, wherein. to the un- 
ſpeakable Gricf of Dor Tomazo, Dor 
Pedro was flain, and Don 1omazo 
himſelf taken. Priſoner, and which 
was worft of all, by a Party of 
Blotſe, that belong'd to Salazar Go- 
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vernour of Artwerp Caſtle, of whom 
Don Tomazo had borrow'd the Mo- 


ney and ' Horſes in the Prince of 


Orange's Name. Theſe needy Spa- 
niards having uncas'd Doz Tomago, 
found 1n his| Pockets ſeveral rough 
Draughts of Artwerp, Mechlen, Ipre, 
Lovain, Gant, and ' ſeveral other 
Spaniſh Garriſonsz upon which they 
conjectur'd .him to/ be a Spy, and 
ſo publickly declar'd} him to be. 
'The: Norſe of a Spy's being ta- 
ken in time of Fight, and by his 
own men; 'made the old Count 
eagerly defirous to ſee ' this ſame 
Thief of Intelligence; But no ſoon- 
er did Dox Tomazo appear in his 
Sight, but the Cunning Governour 
at firſt View without Spectacles, 
knew him to be the Perſon that he 
had furniſh'd with the Money and 
Horſes, as already has been related. 
So that without any farther Exami- 
nation, Don Tomazo. was commited 
Cloſe Priſoner to - Artwerp Caſtle, 
and by the Counts Order, guarded 


day 
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day and night by four Sentinels,to pre« 
vent any Diſcourſe, or Conveyance of 
Letters. This ſevere Confinement laſt- 
'ed about four Months. I which time 
the Misfortunes of an Evgliſþ Gentle- 
man had entred the Colledge of Jeſuits 
at Antwerp, and was more particularly 
taken notice of by one Father Worſeley, 
| Who was the only man among them 
that made it his bufincſs to gain Pro- 
ſelytes. He therefore, at the Inſtiga- 
tion of his Zeal prevail'd with the 
Count,to diſcourſe D#r Tomazo : A re- 
quelt eaſily obtain'd by one of his Or- 
derand FunGion. When Father Worſe- 
ley came to diſcoutſe Dor Tomazoin Eng- 
liſh, Heavens, what a Refreſhing it was 
to him ! For he had not ſpoken to any 
Perſon whatever in ten Weeks before. 
Preſently Doz Tomazo beſought theOld 
Father to take his Confeſſion, (for Dor: 
Tomazo ſhrewdly guefling at the Oc- 
calion of his Charitable Viſit, was re- 
folv'd to prevent him of the Trouble 
of a Converſion) which he did accor- 
dingly, and therein,as Don Tomazo had 


order'd it, had ſome fort of —_ 
ion 
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tion of Dox Tomazo's Caſe. From 
thence forward , the Old Father lookt 
upon him as his Pupil, procur'd hima 
better Proviſion of Diet and Lodging, 
and carne often to viſit him, as well to 
confirm him in his Faith, as to fathom 
the Bottom of his Crime. And at 
length, the Father's good Opinion of 
his Penitent, mov'd him to ſo much 
Compaſtion , that having throughly 
ſifted his Cafe, and underſtanding, that 
the Draughts which the Spaniards 
found in his Pockets, were the Effctts 
_ of his Employment under the Prince of 
Orange, and that the Prince had been 
preſented with all the Copies of them, 
he reſolv'd to take a Journey to the 
Prince to know the Truth of the Mat- 
ter, which he ſoon found to be real ; 
and that the Prince was ſorry for 1o- 
1420's Misfortune. 

During theſe Negotiations of the 
Old Father, Don Tomazo was brought 
before a Court Marſhal, convicted for 
a Spire, and fentenc'd to be ſhot to 
Death by two Files of Muſqueteers 3 

but upon Don Tomazo's Application, he 
was 


| them both ſuch Satisfat 
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was allow'd five Days Time for him to 
prepare himſelf for another World, nei- 
ther he knowing of the Father's Journey, 
nor the Father of his Condition. But it 
luckily fell out, that the Old Father 
return'd before two cf the five Days 
were expir'd, and brought ajong with 
him a Letter from the Prince of Urange, 
to the Duke de Vil; Hermoſa, pur- 
porting the great dc{ire he had that 
Don Tomazo (hould be diſcharg'd. But 
the Old Father, having all the Count's 
Revenge, and Intereſt at Court to deal 
with, Sond it hard to get the Prince's 
Letter allow'd 2 ſo that all he could ob- 
tain for the preſent, was a Reprieve for 
fourteen days longer. In that time 


the Father made another Journey to 


the Prince, and then return'd with 
two Letters, one to the Duke, and 
another to the Count, which gave 
ion, that Dor 
Tomazo was order'd to be diſcharg'd. 
But the Old Father defirous to try 
whether Don Tomazo were 2 true Son 


of the Church or no, kept Þim ſtill 
roceedings 3 and

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ſtill admoniſh'd him to prepare for 
Death, as Do Tomazodid according to 
all the ceremonies of the Ro-riſþ Church, 
as being indifferent to him fince he 
muſt die of what Religion he died. So 
that now the time prefixt being quite 
expird, Tomazo was brought to the 
Tree, bound faſt, the Souldiers in 
his ſight: ready preſented, the Old 
Man on his Right Hand, the few Eja- 
culations he had were ſpent, and he 
ready to give the ' Sign, when the Old 
Father ſeeing the Conſtancy of his de- 
vout Son, unbound him, and with 
Tears embrac'd him (an odd kind of 
Ambition in thoſe People to heighten 
the Merits of their Obligations) crying 
out, My Sor, thou ſhalt not die, for 
God has intended thee for ſome good and 
Picws Work. | 

Don Tomazo thus diſcharg'd was ta- 
ken by the old Father to the Jeſuits 
Colledge, where the Members of the 
Order, raisd him a Colle&ion of thirty 
ſeven pound, which put him into an 
Equipage to return to' the French Ar- 
my 3 Where he was no ſooner _— 

op ur 
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but he was inform'd by an Enghſþ Soul- 
dier, that Doz Pedro was (lain, that all 
thetr Equipage and Money was ſeiz'd, 
| for that the Duke of Lyxemburgh had 
underſtood, as indeed their Papers de- 
monſtrated no leſs, that his Lieutenant 
and Enſign, had been both Spies for 
the Prince of Orange. It was a hard caſe 
for a man to loſe all the Treafure and 
{weet Booty, for which he had  of- 
ten ventur'd his Life z but Don Tomas 
20 rather choſe to abandon all, then 
ſtand to the Mercy of the Duke of 
Luxemburgh; and ſo with a heavy and 
diſconſolate Heart , he took his way 
for Calice, from thence he croſfs'd over 
Fo Dover, and fo came dire&tly to Lone 
0n. | 

Being come to Londor, his firlt En- 
deavour was to find out an Aſſociate 
fit for his Turn, of which he could not 
well miſs among ſo much Variety. So 
that having leagu'd himſclf with one 
( as he thought ) according to his heart's 
deſire, and rais'd a ſmall Sum of Mo- 
ney, they two fell to the Old Trade of 


Counterfeiting Gold. So that in a ſhort 
P 3 time 
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time, they had made and utter'd a 
conſiderable quantity, prefuming to vi- 
fir ſeveral Parts wherein Dor Toma- 
zo had been before. Winch bold 
Attempt prov'd very unſuccelsful. For 
having diſpers'd ſeveral of their Illegi- 
timate Guineys in Wilſhire, Dorſet and 
Hampſhire, they were pugſu'd and ta- 
ken in D»;jetſ9ir2, and both upon In- 
formation , committed to Dorcheſter 
Priſon. | 
So>e time after, Don Tomazo was 
remov'd to Sarnm, there to be try'd ac- 
cording tu the Law tor his Offences 
commuitted in thoſe Parts, A thing that 
could 1iot be avoided; {o that he was 
convicted, and ſuticr'd the penalty of 
his Sentence: and which added to his 
Affliction, he had no fair Proſped& of 
his Releaſe, as not having wherewithal 
to ſatisfie the irrefiſtable Demands of 
the Jaylor. But Fortune, ſometimes his 
Friend, as well as ſometimes his Foe, 
' ſoon found out a way to bring him out 
of this Labyrinth. For in a ſhort time 
after, one of the tender Sex, among 
whom he had always a Friend > a 
| y 
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Corner, came and made him a viſit 
full handed, that Do» Tomazoſoon pur- 
chas'd the Libe:1ty of his Heels, Which 
being obtain'd,away he comes for Lo- 
don; where he firſt ſought out, and 


ſoon found a Companion. For Iniqui- - 


ty ſeldom proſpers without Canfede- 
racy. This Companion of his lent him 
his helping haiid to the Old Profeſh- 


on ; for they knew that the readielt - 


way to have Money, was to make it 


themſelves. And therefore, after they: 


had ſtor'd themſelves with a ſufficient 
parcel of their own Manufacture, and 
were able to ſet up for themſelves, a- 
way they gallop to Newmarket, where 
it was their courſe to bett high, but 
never both of the ſame ſide.

Chnapmen, as being Perſons that could

'Thas, no where ſafe, and continu- 
ally lying under the Curſe of waſting 
perpetually what was 11] got, the two 
Knights of the Order of Induſtry, re- 
foly'd to take their Pleaſure at Sea, 
To which purpoſe they baught them 
| 4 


not able to endure the Noiſe, wrre , 
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a Veſlel of about Forty Tuns, and ha- 
ving man'd her with perſons fit fortheir 
purpoſe, they lay perdue, ſometimes 
in the River's Mouth, ſometimes in 
the Chanel, to mcet with Merchants 
Veſſels that were homeward bound. 
Out of which, Do» Tomuzo and his 
Friend bought ſeveral good Peni- 
worths of the Scamen with their coun+ 
terfeit Gold, till they had almoſt load- 
ed their Veſſel. Which done, away 


they made for {me convenient Port, 


and expos'd their Guods to Sale for 
good Money. This was a way leſs ha- 
zZardous, but very expenſive, and there- 
. fore not anſwering expectation, was 
ſoon laid afide. : 

The Sea Trade failing for this rea- 
ſon,and the two Merchants near broke, 
D. Tomazo and his Comrade parted, 
after which D. Tomazotaking a Journey 
into Berkſþire, to ſow his Yellow Gram 
In that Soyle, was apprehended, and 
committed to Priſon for endeavouring 
to enrich that County with his pretious 
Wealth. There he was kept balf a _ 


in Durance, and forely thacge wt 
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to be ſent to Heaven in a String; but 
not liking that way of travelling to 
Bliſs, he ſo order'd his Afﬀairs, that he 
was diſcharg'd without any Tryal , 
though cruelly gripd with the pangs 
of Poverty, For when the Prifon 
Doors were open'd to him, all his Re- 
venue was but three {hillings. But In- 
dultry ſoon increaſt it, . For out of 
that ſmall Sum, one being a Mill'd ſhil- 
ling, he preſently made a Countertcit 
 Guiney, and paſt it oft with a Certio- 
rari for good. Which fruitful Return, 
ſoon produc'd a new Recruit ; (© that 
in a ſhort time, he ſaw himſelf the Fa- 
ther of two goodly Twins, or Bags 
of a hundred pound a piecc, begot by 
his own labour. This round Sum 
warm'd his Invention, and put him in 
an Equipage to go cn with a New Pro- 
ject. In —_ to which,away he returns 
for ' London, hires ſeveral Servants fit 
for his purpoſe, according to the me- 
thod of Trim-tram, and takes at leaſt 
fourteen or fifteen Lodgings of good 
Note in the City. Which Lodgings 
were generally near the Shop-kceper, 

0) 
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or the Merchant that was to ſuffer un- 
der his Contrivance. Theſe Boroughs 
of his, he would viſit ſeveral times in 
a day, lying ſometimes at one and ſome- 
times at 4nother, till he had lain a 
night a piece in each ; which being, as 
he thought, long enough, 'he began 
his Frolick as follows: 

Don Tomazo (taid in his Lodging, 
and ſent a Servant, as it might be, croſs 
the way to a Goldſmith, to bring him 
ſuch and ſuch Parcels of Rings and 
Jewels of ſuch a ſort to ſhew them his 
Maſter. Preſently either the Goldſmith 
or his Man came along with the Ser- 
vant in hopes of ſome great Cuſtomer. 
But when Don Tomazo had fix'd up- 


on ſuch Jewels and Rings which he 
ſeem'd to like beſt, and agree'd upon 


the Price, the Goldſmith .having left 
the main Purchaſe with Dor Tomazo, 
was deſir'd to walk up another pair of 
Stairs with his Servant, if the Houſe 
admitted of ſuch a Conveniency, there 
to receive his Money. But no ſooner 
was the Goldſmith in the Trap, but 


the Servant, who you may be ſure was 
2 
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a ſpecial Trout, lock'd the Door up- 
on the poor Mouſe, and preſently both 


Maſter and Man (lipt away together. 
At another place, having bought ano- 
ther parcel of the ſame Commodities at 
the ſame Rate, he wonld ſend his Ser- 
vant with the owner of the Gaods'to 


ſome Caſhier or Banker of Note, to be 
there 


paid for his coſtly Ware, and 
while his Truſty Servant and the Gold- 
{mith were trotting to the Receipt of 
of Cuſtom, away tript D. Tomazo to 
another Lodging, leaving his Servant 
. to make his Eſcape and ſhift for him- 
felf as well as he could. And of ſuch an 
Exploit as this, a certain Goldſmith in 
Lambard Street had the Misfortune to 
have the woful Experience to the loſs 
of 275 L. 175. 6d. Now you are to 
underſtand, that when D. Tomazo had 
once begun his Diabolical Progreſs, he 


us'd all the Expedition imaginable in_ 
his diſpatches, and removals from place ' 


to place, in regard it behov'd him ne- 
ver to leave off till he had made an 
clicual Viſit at all his particular A- 


bodes ;. which was done ta all Jatents 
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and Purpoſesin the ſpace of nine hours, 
by which he got more then the beſt 
Day-labourer that works at Pauls : 
the reward of thoſe few Hours pains, 
amounting to no leſs then 1625 I. For 
he look'd uponit as a Calling too mean 
for one of his Quality to make Chil- 
drens Shoes. _ 
But this Trick made too greata noiſe 
to be plaid over again. ' So that Dor 
Tomazo'was resolv'd to knock off, and 
hve for ſome time upon the Spoil. In 
order whereunto, like an honeſt Ma- 
ſter, he firſt diſcharg'd all his Servants, 
to whom he gave 35 |. a'piece, which 
amounted to 525 /. there being fifteen 
in all; and then retir'd into the Coun- 
trey. But neither could he there reſt 
long; for though he went under the 
molt abſolute diſguiſe — yet it 
would ſo happen, that fome or other 
ſtill knew'him. So that in ſhort, by 
removing from place to place, and liv- 
ing at "the rate of a Lord, his maſlie 
Sum in two-years, was reduc'd to an 
hundred and fifty pound, with which 


D. Tomazo ſet forward again for Lon-

Satisfaction, ſtopt the violent motion | 
of the Gentleman's Tongue. There- | | 
upon away they went to the Tavern, | 
where Doz Tomazo would fain have 
been rid of his troubleſame Compani- 
on; but he ſtuck ſo cloſe to him, and 
kept him fo charily within the reach 
of his Eye, that Do» Tomwazo, to his 

unſpeakable Grief, was forc'd to come 
to Compoſition,and to pay the Gentle- 
man 2200. This forc'd. Putt of Moral | | 
Satisfation brought Dor Tomazo very 
low. Hating therefore that Want 
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fhould be his Mafter, he reſolv'd to have one 
ſtroak more with his Hammer, and ſo fell to the 
old Trade of Coining. Which work, by the help 
of two more Aſſiſtants, being compleated, and a 
guod ſtock of Pieccs being, made,they had laid their 
Delign to take a Ramble into Eſſex to difpoſe of 
their Gold, that made others poor and themſelves 
rich. Being upon their Journey, they took Hack- 
ney in their way, where one of the Sparks, having 
his Pockets full of Gold, would nceds have the 
World to take notice of it ; and to that end, at a 
place where he and his Companions had cal 4 to 
drink a Bottle of Wine, puld out his Gold by 
handfuls, and exchang'd one of his counterfeit 
Guineys to pay the Reckoning, The King's Pi- 
Cture dazP'd the Vintner's Eyes at firſt; but they 
were no ſooner gone, but, happily for Efex, the 
Cheat was diſcover*d,which put the whole Town 
upon a ſwift purſuit, and ſuch a one as prov'd 
indeed {d very ſwift, that the whole knot of Mo- 
ney-changers was quite unti'd, all of them taken 
and carri'd over the Fields to a Juſtice of the 
Peace. By which mcans D. Tomazs took the advan- 
tage to diſpoſe of his Gineys in the long grafs. 
Nevertheleſs, that poor ſhift would not do, Don 
Tomazo was ſent to Newgate for Company, try'd 
at the 01d Baily for Company, and fin'd 504. for 
Company,” and ſo was remanded to Newgate for 
Company, where he lay a whole year, not able to 
Pay his Fine; arid at length obtain'd His Majeſties 
Moſt Gracious Pardon,by which he was diſcharg d.

neſt, and had diſpos'd of his Influencies at:other 
way, ſo it hapn'd, that D. Tomazo having ſent his 
Boy to the Silver Market one Evening in the ſhape 
of a Vintner's Servant;to exchange ſome few coun 
terfeit Guineys, the raw Meſſenger was taken, 
carri'd b:fore a Magiſtrate, examin'd, and upon 
his Examination diſcover'd his Maſter. Whereup- 
on;D. Tomazo was as {oon apprehended, and lcat 
to wait upon his Man to Newgate. *Twas an ill 
jobb'for one Misfortune ſo ſoon to fall upon the 
neck of one another z But there was no avoiding 
theſe home-thruſis of Fate, And therefore D. To- 
mats, to make the beſt of a bad Market, made all 
his Applications to his Servant, and fo far pre- 
vail'd upon his good Nature, to recant his Charge 
againſt his Maſter, and take the whole buſineſs up- 
on himſelf; which he did,with that exaneſs and 
fidelity, that D. Tomazo being try'd tirſt, was ac- 
quitted. But being forc'd to lie a good while before 
he could purchaſe his Liberty, as being charg'd 
with Actions toa great value; then it was that Mrs. 
Cellier, having heard of D. Tomazo's Fame, and 
| believing him brisk for her turn, gave him her firfi 
| Vilits,which, produc'd thoſe Tranſactions between | - 
them, that have lately made-ſo great a Noiſe in 
the'World.
